PETITION UNDER 37 C.F>R S 1.47 



In accordance with 37 C.F.R. § 1.47, the Attorney of Record for the AppUcant submits 
this petition, requesting acceptance of the above-identified application without the signature of all 
inventors. In particular, Sergey A. KrylofF refuses to sign a declaration for the application. The 
statement of facts regarding our efforts for obtaining Mr. Kryloff s signature on the declaration is 
as follows. 



The present application was filed on August 27, 2001 as a continuation-in-part application 
of U.S. Patent Application No. 09/144,666, filed September 1, 1998, now U.S. Patent No. 
6,289,509. Mr. KrylofF is the sole inventor of U.S. Patent No. 6,289,509, which is assigned to 
PKWare, Inc. The continuation-in-part application is also to be assigned to PKWare, Inc. Three 
pages of e-mail correspondence between PKWare, Mr. KrylofF, and the undersigned are attached 
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hereto as evidence of our efforts to obtain Mr. KrylofFs signature on the declaration and 
assignment, and his refusal to Sign the declaration and assigriment docunients. 

A combined declaration and power of attorney, and an assignment for the present 
continuation-in-part application were e-mailed by Jim Peterson of PKWare to Sergey Kryloff on 
November 7, 2001. Mr. Kryloff responded back to the undersigned by e-mail on November 8, 
2001 stating that he would not sign the declaration and assignment documents because he did not 
agree with Yuri Basin, an employee of PKWare, Inc., being listed as a joint inventor. Mr. Kryloff 
is a Russian citizen and unfamiliar with U.S. Patent Law. The undersigned sent an e-mail 
response to Mr. Kryloff on November 8, 2001, trying to explain to him that Mr. Basin is not 
added as an inventor of the software patch algorithm invented by Mr. Kryloff, but added as a joint 
inventor for his inventive contributions to the added subject matter of the continuation-in-part 
application. Mr. Kryloff e-mailed back, requesting a copy of the continuation-in-part application. 
The undersigned sent a copy of the continuation-in-part application to Mr. Kryloff by facsimile 
on November 8, 2001 . Mr. Kryloff reviewed the application and continued his refusal to 
acknowledge Mr. Basin as a joint inventor, and refused to sign the declaration and assignment. 
We received no further correspondence from Mr. Kryloff
